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The  rule  followed  in  the  South  in  the  last  few  years  is  still  good.  Farmers 
and  "bankers  are  urged  again  to  compare  the  purchasing  power  of  their  cotton  with  the 
retail  values  of  food  and  feed.    Such  a  comparison  will  at  once  convince  the  ordin- 
ary man  of  the  necessity  of  producing  food  and  feed  in  the  South  to  supply  all  our 
people  and  the  increasing  livestock. 

Without  going  elsbordtely  into  tne  figures  it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that 
what  was  a  safe,  economic,   and  advisable  system  of  farming  before  the  war  was  safe, 
economic,  and  advisable  during  the  war,  and  v^ill  be  safe,   advisable,  and  in  the  long 
run,  most  profitable  after  the  war,  and  that  is  the  system  already  described.
